To tin? end everyone has to be fooled— th« 
press, the studio personnel, tile cast, everyone 
who had a finger in the making of the picture 
and who therefore might be given to applaud 
mg whether the product was any good or not 
No, not a soul must know because the bos* 
wants no cheering section. 


Because a tan yelled “ Annie doesn’t live there any 
more" when Mae West knocked over-loudly on a 
door In a "sneak" preview of "Klondike Annie," 
the entire scene was rewritten. 


So the arrangements are all very mys­ 
terious. 
Mr. Peterson never knows more 
than a day beforehand when he is to 
arrange a preview for that night. 
I hat s the 
first precaution. 
I he second is that there are 
no telephone conversations about it. 
Mr. Peterson will be summoned to the pro­ 
ducer's office by messenger to learn the identity 
of the picture. Then his first job is to look up 
the bookings with an eye for selecting the most 
critical audience po- able. 
lf it’s a sea picture 
he has to preview, he picks out a theater near 
the naval base in San Diego, where tile sailors 
will give it the roval raz/.berry if everything 
isn't perfectly correct. 
In the case of "San Francisco," which gave 
a lot of footage to the earthquake of 1906. 
they "sneaked" it in I at city where naturally 
the audience reaction ^ mid be the most un­ 
sympathetic.

point with them.) A musical will be "sneaked" 
on the same program with another musical, 
probably an Astaire K ^ers opus.

As we see the war clouds in Europe, 
hovering over the Western civilization, we 
cannot help but wonder how7 much effect 
tariff walls really have in bringing on wars.

The first w eakness of this plan 
is that it rests upon an obsolete 
theory of mind training. 
Of course educated men need the 
disciplines of

These are 
the tools with 
which 
intelligence 
works. 
But there is no proof that 
the 
rigor 
of 
m athem atical 
dis­ 
cipline, let u s say, necessarily pro­ 
duces or even produces with a hiith 
average straight and sound th in k ­ 
ing on hum an affairs. I know many 
learned chemists, precise m ath em a­ 
ticians, and distinguished physicists 
who are incredibly 
loose 
in 
their 
thinking when they venture into 
the fields of politics, religion, or 
economics. 
W e used to think th at 


an autom atic tran sfer of training 
took place. 
T h at Is, we though* 
th at to 
m aster 
m athem atics 
or 
Greek autom atically gave us m as­ 
tery of thinking about business o r 
politics. 
We now know th a t ther* 
is no such autom atic transfer of 
training. 
The critics of the trans- 
fer theory may have gone too far, 
b u t those who cling uncritically t® 
the theory are clearly flying in th* 
face of verified findings of experi­ 
m ental psychology. 
The second w eakness of this plan 
is that it takes the students out of 
the contem porary world and seeks 
to educate them in a vacuum. 
I do 
not mean that Mr. Hutchins would 
agree this Is his aim. 
He doubtless 
thinks the contrary. 
He visualizes 
teachers throw ing all sorts of light 
on the modern scene while leading 
students through the great books of 
the past. 
Maybe the few teacher 
geniuses would do that, 
but th* 
rank and file would not. 
The s tu ­ 
dents would drop back into the fa r 
history of the hum an mind an d 
spend four years getting a running 
s ta rt at thinking about the world 
in which they will have to work 
and vote after graduation.
